JAPAN, 
HIOGO. 

The Hiogo Herald states that five Japanese steamers are on 
shore near Neigata, three belonging to Prince Satsuma and two 
to Chosiu. The A/dsion and another steamer, which were in the 
heavy blow that caused the above vessels to get on shore, weighed 
anchor and put to sea, thus saving themselves from the storm that 
raged near the land. We further regret to hear of the total loss, 
in the same neighbourhood, of the British steamer Vangata, Ca 
tain Cato, formerly the Deroulede, of H.I.M.’s Navy. All hands, 
including Captain Cato, were drowned, and the steamer smashed 
to atoms. The Bishop of Victoria has consecrated the cemetery. 
A mint house has been erected near Osaka Castle (—? for the 
Hong Kong mint machinery) and is working. 


YOKOHAMA. 
(FROM. A CORRESPONDENT.) , 
Yoxronama, Dec. 16, 1868. 


The London mail of the 9th Oct., and telegrams to 31st, ar- 
rived on the Ist, fifty-two days out. The French mail of the 18th 
Oct. has not yet arrived. * The American steamer Japan, from San 
Francisco, arrived on the Ist, with dates from London (telegra- 
phic) to the 2nd November. 

There are no assassinations to complain of. Everything is quiet 
at present. The Southern power may be considered secure now, 
the entrance of the Mikado into Yedo having been a bold and suc- 
cessful step. Fighting, however, is by no means done, and the re- 
fractory Daimios of the North are ‘ill coaking raids where there is 
a chance ; in proof of which news has just arrived from Hakodate 
that the place is likely to be attacked, and our Consul) there asks 
fora man-of-war to & sent, for the protection of the English 
residents. H.M.S. Argus and Satellite have been sent down, and 
the French have sent the Venus. The Americans, as usual, trust 
to us. 

Lady Parkes, it is understood, will —_ to England next 
month with her children (three), one of whom is in an unsatisfac- 
tory state of health. 

4 court-martial has been held on Capt. Stevenson for tho loss of 
H.M.S. Rattler, at Yesso, and the conclusion of the court was, 
“Ordered to be admonished, and to be more careful in future,’ 
Opinion here is that this is a very just finding. 

Her Majesty’s naval and military forces in Japan consist of the 
following heavy list :—The Ocean (iron-clad), Pearl, Cormorant, 
Argus, Manila, Satellite (left for Pacific), Military : 1st battalion 
10th Regiment (about 600), detachment Royal Artillery and of 
Engineers, Commissariat officers, storekeepers, dc. General Brun- 
ker, Commander of forces in China and Japan, is generally here 
in the summer. Admiral Keppel has gone down to Singapore to 
meet Lady Keppel on her arrival from England, and they are ex- 
pected here in January. The gallant admiral maintains his pres- 
tige and wears very well. He seems bent on making Yokohama 
his head-quarters, and has built a house on the Bluff, in the vicinity 
of the troops and the English Legation. There is no Itziboo profit 
now to chain the Admiral, as in the case of Kuper, but somehow 
Japan is the favourite place. The trade of China is of far more 
importance. 

he Legation at present consists of Sir Harry Parkes, Mr, 
Adams, secretary; Mr. Mitford, second secretary; Mr. Satow, 
Japanese interpreter ; Mr. Dohmen, Dutch interpreter ; Mr. Wil-- 
kinson, accountant,'&c. ; Dr. Siddall and family ; Studert, interpre 
ters ; Messrs. Quin, Hodges, O’Driscoll, and Hall. Mr. Satow pro- 
ceeds to England on leave on arrival of Mr. Liebald, a well-known 
Japanese scholar, Mr. Satow stands very high with the Japanese, 
aaa his name is a pass to almost anything in Jedo. To bring 
the English Legation clearly to the mind of a Japanese it 1s ne- 
cessary to couple it with his name. 
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The Consulate consists of Mr. Fletcher, Consul ; Mr. Walsh, first 
assistant ; Mr. Schmid, Dutch interpreter ; Mr. Troup, Japanese. 
The new consulate, with its grotesque three towers (and every one 
asking for the fourth), will be ready for occupation shortly. 

The site appropriated for the Post-office is near it, but as the 
Hong Kong Government have the management, and to find the 
money, the building has not commenced, and the Postmaster, Mr. 
Simpson, is still cooped up in a miserably small place. 

The municipal arrangements of the scttlement are again giving 
great dissatisfaction, and a special meeiing is to be held on the 
matter. The Japanese at present give up twenty per cent. of 
ground rents, the foreign community now ask for 75 per cenv. 
report has been drawn up on the matter by a committee. The 
community is not taxed here as in Shanghai, for drainage, road- 
ing and lighting; lighting is badly wanted here—the streets at 
night being most unsafe and miserable. Mr. Benson, an American, 
is now acting as assistant to the Japanese iu the management of 
the settlement. Mr. Dohmen, of the English Legation, was his 
predecessor, but was not allowed a fair chanoe ; and there is 
already a cry against Mr. Benson. 

Considerable discussion and dissatisfaction exists in mercantile 
quarters at the attempted introduction by the Japanese Govern- 
ment of notes, which are forced, and co isequently fall to a dis- 
count. This has operated against the purchase of foreign goods, 
as foreigners cannot, or rather will not, receive them, unless the 
Japanese Government will actually show a metallic reserve of 
75 per cent. It appears that they have got wind of how Russia 
and the United States have issued notes at pleasire, and have 
thought it a fine thing. Ata meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce the matter was discussed, but it is fearcd that foreigners 
have no right to complain. 

The value of Japan produce exported for this year may be 
computed at twenty million dollars, against two million foreign 
goods as imports, thus showing a very heavy balance against us, 
which must be considered very unsatisfactory. 

The opening of Osaka, with Yedo and Nee-e-gata’to follow, in 
January, or early next year, it is to be hoped, will be the means 
of increasing the sale of foreign goods, 

It is to be regretted that the resources of the Japanese have 
been drained by the purchase of steamers and firearms. Had this 
money been spent on the poscnase of staple commodities the 

manent benefit to British trade would have been secured. 

early all the steamers are lying up in a useless condition. 

Silk is coming down very slowly ; none good in the market, and 
the price of finest Maibash has run up to nearly 1,100 dols., and 
may go even to 1,200dols. Thisis all on French account. The 
supply for the season is not expected to reach 15,000 ; a large quan- 
tity offered is rejected in toto by foreign buyers. The large export 
of silkworms’ eggs—nearly two million cards—has operated much 
against the production. The yield of these eggs would probably 
be about 15,000 bales. This exodus is therefore not satisfactory, 
and is not calculated to promote the substantial commerce of 


Japan. 

The Gocks at Yokoska, building under French direction, are 
making daily progress, and are of a very extensive nature. In 
the present unsettled condition of the country the policy of in- 
ducing the Japanese to ge into such expensive works has{been 
very much questioned. The action of the foreign Ministers has 
in this respect been highly injurious, especially when it isjpretty 
well known that they have patticipatel in the profits of these 
= The British Minister has kept clear of any such transac- 
ion. 

The agent of. the Messageries Imperiales has received instruc- 
tions to despatch the steamers of this line direct to Hong Kong, 
instead of via Shanghai as at present. The latter place will be 
connected with Hong Kong by a separate steamer, and there will 
be ro connection between Yokohama and Shanghai. 

The celebrated Stonewall is still in custody of the Americans, 
but the final decision as to her disposal is expected by an early 
mail from the United States Government at Washington. The 
American Minister may, however, surrender at any moment should 
he feel satisfied that the present Government is securely in power. 

The Japanese are getting into the way of running steamers. 
One leaves daily for Yokoska and one for Yedo. The latter is now 
under repair. : 

The club here is the emporium, and under the able management 
of Mr. W. H. Smith, general!y named Public Spirited Smith, is of 
immense converience to the community and the naval and mili- 
tary officers. Here one can be lodged and boarded for something 
ui.der 3 dols. per day, and for hoe only 40 dols. per month. The 
readjng-room is well supplied with papers, and the general disci- 
p ine and comfort of the house speaks well for the manager. Mr. 
Smith’s energies are considerable, and by no means exhausted in 
coaducting the club. He is the leader of the fire brigade and 
other institutions of the place. A few days since he surprised 
everyone by starting for Yedo in a Rantoon velocipede, and cer- 
tainly the sight was unique. Without guards aed in his shirt- 
sleeves here was this Englishman on the dreaded Tokaido. 

The Lock Hospital opened in the Owshawari, under the medical 
charge of Dr. Newton, detailed by the admiral’s consent from the 
navy, is increasing in utility, and the extent much increased. The 
disease prevalent am:ngst Japanese women is of a virulent cha- 
racter, aud causes much mischief to our men, both in the army and 
navy. . 
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CHINA TELEGRAPH.

The American line to 
Shanghai calls in en route, and merchant steamers are constantly 
running. There have been good Japanese charters for the convey- 
ance of troops and stores, and steamers have been in good demand, 
There are no sales of steamers going on, that is “ played out.” It 
is stated, however, that the American merchant steamer Asiuelot 
has been placed at 70,000 dols. 

Mr. Grinwell, lately appointed as Inspector of the Japanese 
Navy, has been :busy at Hiogo. This gentleman, an American, 
was educated in England by Lady Franklin, in recognition of the 
services of his father in the search for Sir John Franklin.

LATER ADVICES VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 

The Pacific mail steamer J7pan reached San Francisoo on the 
20th ult. with advices from Yokohama to Dec. 28—twelve days 
later than those by the mail delivered to-day. The New York 
papers publish the following budget of news, but we have once 
more to caution our readers against putting any faith in intelli- 
gence thus received, as it has in nearly every case proved entirely 
incorrect. 

The city of Yedo has been tranquil since the arrival of the 
Mikado. The political condition of the Empire is still unsettled. 

Prince Aidsiu has arrived at Yedo, and is treated with great 
honour by the Mikado and the Princes. 

The civil war has not wholly ceased, but fresh disputes have 
broken out among the Princes of either party, and fights frequently 
take place in the interior. Prince Satsuma gained great advan- 
tages over Tosa and Hiogo, and had nearly reduced them to sub- 
jection. 

: The Council of Damios has voted unanimously to recall the 
ex-Shiogoon to Yedo, to assist them in restoring the administration 
of the Goverhinenk 

Hakodadi was captured on the 6th December by the fleet of To~ 
kugawa. An American-built war vessel, flying the Mikado’s flag, 
and a Japanese boat under English colours, which was leaving the 
harbour with troops, were captured by the fleet. 

The Japanese Government has sent official notification to the 
representatives of foreign Powers that Yedo and Nee-gata will be 
opened to foreign commerce Jan. 1, 1869. 

The Mikado i issued an edict ordering the decapitation of all 
the inmates of a dwelling in which a conflagration originates, acci- 
dentally or otherwise. (!) 

The ram Stonewall has not yet been delivered to the Japanese 
Government, and continues to hoist American colours. 

The Mikado has issued a proclamation announcing that peace 
i throughout the land. 

idsee justified his opposition to Satsuma and the Southern 
Princes. All seemed to be progressing favourably for the]Southern 
cause. 

The Northern Princes openly disavowed the conduct of Admiral 
Ennomatto in storming Hakodadi and the seizing of several of 
the Mikado’s vessels of war. There is no Northern army now in 
the field, and the Southerners are disbanding. The troops partici- 
pating in the attack and capture of Hakodadi were under the 
supervision of European officers. The Southerners offered but 
little opposition. Admiral Ennomatto has issued stringent orders 
to seize and confiscate foreign vessels conveying troops and stores, 
owing to the many breaches of neutrality by foreign ships. 

The Shiogoon’s brother, Mimboutayou, arrived from Paris on 

the 16th of December, and soon after had an interview with the 
Mikado. It is reported that he was intrusted with a mission of 
peace to his brother. 
The financial troubles of the Japanese Goverrment are great. 
Paper money is freely issued. The foreign merchants residing in 
Yakolania have requested their respective Ministers to protest 
against the issue of paper money, unless the Government keeps 
sufficient bullion on hand to redeem it at sight. 


NAGASAKI. 
A correspondent writes:—“The nine men charged with the 
murder of the s.ilors of the Jcarws have been seized and brought 
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o Nagasaki for trial. The lighthouse which has been so long iu 
course of erection at Iwosima is completed, and its lantern is now 
D-illiantly illuminated each evening at sunset. The want ofa 
light has long been felt and complained of, but the entrance to the 
harbour is now perfectly safe. 

“Tt is reported, but [ do not know on what authority, that the 
Russians have advertised the Japanese Government that their 
treaty was made with the Shiogoon ; that they never heard of the 
Micado as the Sovereign of Japan; and that they will consider 
their treaty binding as with the Shiogoon and none other. A very 
pretty pretext, if the rumour be true; but Russia may rest as- 
sared that no ruse of this kind will place the sovereignty of Japan 
ia her hands.”

SHANGHAT. 

Advices from this port are to the 23rd December. The French 
mail of Oct. 18 arrived out on the 9th Dec., with London tele- 
grams to Nov. 2; but the latest telegraphic advices were to Nov. 
24, received via Kiachta on the 16ch Dec. The following items 
are from the Worth China Herald :— 

We are glad to record the return of the party which leit three 
months ago under the auspices of the Asiatic Society, to survey 
the Yellow River. They report the river navigable for vessels of 
light draught 250 miles from its new mouth in the Gulf of Pecheli. 

A correspondent reports fearful excitement in the Customs’ 
Depariment, and an anticipated rising of the Salt Guild. The 
James Shepherd has fifty tons of English salt on board, and Ting- 
futai anticipates grave disturbance among the Fengshuey on 
Hangchow Bay. Sir Rutherford Alcock is expected to issue a 
long notification, setting forth the iniquity of offering the Chinese 
good salt at half the cost of their own dirty product, and threat- 
ening to confiscate any ship which may venture to bring salt to 
China waters in future. In the meantime, the noble army of 
tidewaiters is to be largelytincreased, and strict watch is td be 
kept on the delinquent ship. 

e hear of the arrival here of three officers who have been 
engaged, in England, under the auspices of the Oustoms’ Depart- 
ment, to organise a river police on the Won ; 

British subjects of Chinese descent raiding in Shanghai have 
addressed to Sir Rutherford Alcock a memorial proposing that 
their distinctive dress shall be that of the Ming (last native) 
dynasiy ; and begging that they may not be compelled to pay re- 

t to Chinese officials in other modes than are compatible with 
their freedom and dignity as British subjects. Now the Ming 
dynasty costume does seem a rather absurd ides, inasmuch as it 
is only scen now on the stage, and is connected, therefore, in the 
Chinese mind with low associations. Besides, Sir R. Alcock’s 
sanction to it would be a sort of countenance to a feeling of hos- 
tility against the present Government. A better suggestion is 
that Anglo-Chinese—if we may use the word in this sense—should 
discard the queue, or cease to shave their heads. This would be 
quite a sufficient distinction, and would be—since they desire that 
sort of thing—a return to the custom of the Mings, without ex- 
pressing so pronounced an antagonism. 

Growls both loud and deep are being uttered against the Mes- 
segeries Imperiales for threatening to spoil the Christmas holidays. 
The mail for Europe is advertised to close “ forty-eight hours after 
the arrival of the /mperairice, which is expected on the 25th inst.” 
uaseducntly people will be afraid to go away even from Thursday 
till Monday. 

, The Recorder gives the following items :— 

A project for the establishment of a school for the education of 
Chinese girls has been set on foot, and subscriptions have been s0- 
licited from the ladies with a view to favouring the scheme. It 
has, however, become the subject of a somewhat original contro- 
versy. The Daily News backed it up, but the Recorder, replying 
to the remarks made in that paper, asked what class of girls it 
‘was supposed the Chinese would send to school to be instructed in 
English, and urged that respectable people would not avail of the 
roffered instruction, as this would be contrary to all the tra- 

itions and all the prejudices of the Chinese, and that the 

ople who would do so were simply those too poor to 
ring their children up in the ordinary Chinese way ; 
and concluded in the following words :—“ To speak plainly, 
we are very much in doubt as to whether, in a great many 
instances, the schools will not be made use of for educating girls 
in English simply in order that they may become the more valuable 
as companions to the young men in the place. It would be mock 
modesty to ignore this possibility, and we do not, therefore, hesi- 
tate to assert our belief that it is very likely to occur; so that in 
fact the good-natured missionaries are calling upon the ladies of 
Shanghai to aid in what it is likely will be made into the means, 
not of improving native, but of further deteriorating foreign 
morality. We think it will be well that this view of the subject 
be not overlooked, as the missionary gentlemen who have identi- 
fied themselves with this movement will scarcely wish to see their 
good work turned to such bad account.” 

This clicited a rejoinder from a correspondent, who argued that, 
supposing this idea was correct, perhaps it might be better, even 
if some of these girls should become the companions of the young 
men, that at least something be done to educate and elevate them, 
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and that it was certain that educating Chinese girls would “not 
increase the extent of the immorality existing among foreigners, 
while it might, perchance, at least in some measure, diminish the 
degrading influence of constant association with ignorant, heathen 
women.” 

Another controversy of some interest has engaged the attention 
of our friends in the north, namely, the manner in which the 
allotment of the shares in the new North China Insurance Com 
pany has been effected ; ‘a shareholder in the former company 
complaining that, while a new applicant, who asked for ten shares 
(equivalent to two in the old company), had the full amount al- 
lotted, the former shareholder, notwithstanding that he was in 
pecwely the same position as regarded busixess as he was before, 

ad an application for five shares refused in toto. In support of 
the action of the company, it was contended that the new Pudiniees 
was entirely distinct from the old one, and that they were not 
bound in any way by the fact of any person having been before 
accepted. : 

The increasing self-assertion of the Inspector of Maritime Cus- 
toms, and his tendency to interfere in political matters, continue 
the subject of much comment, the last matter that has attracted 
attention being that the commander of a new Chinese gunboat, 
the Titan, has been styled a commander in the “ Imperial Chinese 
Navy.” The manner in which this new gunboat was obtained in 
itself is also worthy of attention. lt was stated that a vessel of 
the kind was required to enable the Customs’ department to com- 
mence erecting the lighthouses and beacons that have been so 
long promised, and as evidence that something was being done in 
this matter, a good deal was made of the fact that the steamer 
Titan had been purchased with that object. When compleied, 
she proved to be a full fledged gunboat, and, by this clever stroke, 
@ war vessel was got out of the tonnage dues. The 7itan carries 
the green flag designed for Mr. Lay and Captain Sherard Osbo 
as ensign for the fleet they were about to create, and is command 
by an Austrian, who, not being the subject of a treaty Power, 
cannot be restrained in the same way as others.

The past fortnight has been one of almost complete stagnation, 
so far as events of interest, either local or general, are concerned, 
You are already aware that the Shanghai Steam Navigation Com- 
pany have lately had another line to contend with in the river 
traffic. The Union Company have placed the Rona and Tunsin on 
the Yangtze, and the profits of the new undertaking have fully 
justified the speculation. Thus the net profit for the half-year 
ended 30th Sept. was Tls. 37,563.55, including interest upon the 
unpaid portion of the Rona’s purchase money, which has since 
been paid up in full, leaving the property of the company now quite 
unencumbered. Tis. 45,000 remain in the reserve fund, and 
even a sum of Tls, 15,000 has been returned during the half-year to 
shippers of heavy cargo. The full capital has been paid up, with the 
exception of Tis. 10,000, and the remaining shares will be assigned 
to those only who can give business to the company. Altogether the 
result of the half-year’s operations reflect much credit on the 
energetic agents, Messrs. Glover and Oo., to whose indefatigable 
exertions much of the company’s success 1s due. The Yangtsze is 
now rapidly falling, a difference of 17 fect 5 inches being observ- 
able betweon the register at Hankow at present and that of the 
summer maximum. Some excitement has been caused by the dise 
appearance of a native opium-dealer, who stood so high in public 
estimation that his cheques were taken for opium instead of the 
usual banker’s orders. His liabilities are stated at Tls. 25,000, 
but this is below rather than above the mark. The sufferers are 
hardly pitied, for the practice of touting for trade in opium has 
run high to the detriment of the less rash speculators in the drug. 
Indeed, there was little excuse for the rapid alterations made in 
the facilities offered by certain houses to native opium-dealers, — 
and it is gratifying to know that these houses are now the chief 
victims. Messrs. Elias and Hollingsworth, who have been absent 
from Shanghai about three months on an excursion up the Yellow 
River, have returned in safety, and report their success in sound- 
ing and mapping the stream from the point where it leaves its old 
courso, near Kai-fung-fu, to its enbouchure in the Gulf of Pecheli. 
They state that this year a portion of the river found a new bed, 
and leaving its bounds at point a little to the westward of Kai- 
fung, at length emerged into tho Yangtsze. The exploration was 
carried successfully as far as Tsi-nan-fu, the capital of Shantung, 
and it is said that up to this point the river is quite navigable for 
vesselsfof light draught. Very little could be learned about the 
trade, but the country in the neighbourhood of the river appeared 
to be barren and uninteresting. : ; 

The United States havea formidable fleet on this station. The 
vessels are as follows :—Piscatagua, Jroquois, Unadilla, and Aroos- 
took, at Hong Kong; Ashuelot, at Foochow ; Monocacy and Mau- 
mee, at Yokohama ; Oneida, at Kobe; and /daho, at Nagasaki. 
The Great Republic is evidently determined to be no longer be- 
holden to European Powers for the protection of her commerce, 
but to take her fair share of the burden and heat of the day. 

Your readers will regret to hear of the death of Monseigneur 
Monly, the Catholic Bishop of Peking. He was the head of the 
Order of Lazarists,and had been for thirty years a resident in 
China. His influence was, so far as we know, invariably exerted 
on the side of advance and liberality, and his advice was often 
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sought by the Chinese authorities on questions regarding their re- 
dations with hostile foreign Powers. 

from Formosa you will probably have heard, via Hong Kong. 
I need therefore do no more than mention the action which too 
place on the 20th November between the gunboats Bustard and 
Algerine, and the forts of Anping. The city was closely invested, 
but a storm having driven the gunboats off shore an attempt was 
made to engage them on their return. They, however, silenced 
the forts and seized the water batteries, killing and wounding a 
Jarge number of Chinese. The natives then made a gallant attempt 
to retake the fort, but were repulsed with much loss by Lieutenant 
Gordon. Mr. Gibson had again demanded the removal of the local 
officers, but up to our latest advices no reply had keen received. 
Meanwhile Dr. Maxwell, the Catholic missionaries, and the injured 
camphor merchants have been indemnified for their losses, 














FOOCHOW. 

A correspondent writes as follows :— 

The agency of Messrs. D, Lapraik and Co.’s steamers has lately 
been transferred to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. A ren- 
dezvous flag is hoisted under the French flag on their bund on the 
arrival of the steamers. It is saidthat Messrs. R. R. Westall and 
W. P. Galton are to commence a new firm next season, under the 
name of Westall and Galton. Messrs. Hedge and Co. are occupy- 
ing their new store, which is a very handsome and commodious 
building. Work is being pushed rapidly on the buildings of Messrs. 
Gilman and Co., J. Silverlock and (Co. E. H. How and Co, 
Siemssen and Co., Gibb, Livingston, and Co., and others, and soon 
the burnt district will appear tenfold better than ever before. 
Our American houses are making large purchases of Oolong, 
Messrs. Olyphant and Co. taking the lead. 

MEETING OF FOOCHOW MERCHANTS CONCERNING FRAUDS BY 

CHINESE IN THE TEA TRADE. 

At a meeting convened by the British and American Consuls, 
and held at the British Consulate, present the representatives of 
the following firms :—Birley and Co., John Forster and Co., Gilman 
and Co., EF. H. How and Co., Rusden, Phipps and Co., J. Silverlock 
and Co., Bull, Purdon and Co., Gibb, Livingstone and Co., A. Heard 
and Co., Jardine, Matheson, and Co., Russell and Co., D. Sassoon 
and Co., John Odell and Co., the British Consul was requested to 
take the chair, and having explained the object of the meeting, 
read the draft of protest, drawn up by a committee of merchants, 
as follows :—} 

Memorandum on which is based the Chop proposed to be Issued to 
Teamen and Others. 

We, the undersigned merchants trading at Foochow, do solemnly 
protest against the general carelessness in preparing and packing 
the tea brought to this market, and gab ars against certain 
fraudulent and pernicious practices whereby the trade is brought 
into disrepute, and threatened with porousnent injury. 

Our causes of complaint are as follows :— 

ist—The mizing of Old leaf with New Season’s Tea. These 
mixed teas arrive in England without any of the characteristics of 
new tea, and are rijected by the buyers there. 

Qnd.— The excessive quantity of dust in Teas, as well as the 
mixing therewith of dust not belonging to the Chop. This practice 
is extremely objectionable, not only because the quality of the tea 
is lowered, but also because it often arrives at the foreign market 
out of condition, and the continuance of this practice will render 
teas s0 mixed subject to a very heavy cut. 

- 3rd.— The insufficient leads which are used in packing. By neg- 
lecting to have leads of sufficient thickness the teas arrive at their 
destination without freshness, and frequently out of condition. 
The proper weight of the lead for a chest is 64 catties, and for a 
half-chest 34 catties. 

4th.—The practice, which will be condemned by all men as frau- 
dulent and unworthy of merchants, is that of sending to the 
various hongs small musters from which the coarse leaves have 
been picked, and the dust partly removed, or to which other teas 
have been added. 

In many instances this season the small muster has proved to 
be superior to the chest muster, and the chest muster to the chop. 
This is a shameful action, and to be condemned by all honest 
traders. 

These malpractices ‘(which are cont to the honourable and 
just customs of trade, by which Canton gained its high character) 
have been more frequent this season than hitherto, and from them 
have arisen many disputes, causing much annoyance and loss of 
money, both to buyers and sellers, 

We therefore give notice to all whom it may concern, that we 
consider such practices as constituting fraudulent misrepresenta- 
tions on the seller, which we are determined to visit with the 
severest penalties in our power, and particularly to carry into 
effect the:proclamations which were issued by the Chinese authori- 
ties, and published by H.B.M. Consul in 1866 ; and we earnestly 
appeal to all those who love justice and honourable dealing, and 
who wish to see the tea trade of Foochow prosper and increase, 
* assist us by every means in their power in correcting these 
abuses, 





Copy of letter from A. R. Hewlett, Esq., 
Interpreter, H.B.M. Consulate. 
Foochow, Nov 18th, 1868. 
My Dear S1s,—With reference to my reply to your letter of 
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the 10th inst., I now beg to hand you the translation of the notice 
you intend issuing to the teamen of the interior. 

In preparing it, I have considered it best to put it into a shape 
in which I should be most likely to carry conviction on the points 
insisted upon, to the minds of those amongst whom it will be 
hr To do this it has been necessary to amplify it some- 
what. 

As it now stands, the protest begins by referring to the honour 
able practices of the tea trade since the opening of the port, shows 
how thereby both native and foreigner were benefited ; then points 
out the gradual growth of abuses, instancing a case of false pack- 
ing in 1866, which led to interference of authorities. States how 
foreign merchants were unwilling to believe that these were other 
than single instances, when, to their astonishment and indigna- 
tion, they find that the practice has become general. Denounces 
in strong terms the malpractices under the heads one and four, 
Shows how suicidal such practices are, and appeals to all honest 
traders to combine to put a stop to them. 

In conclusion states that, should this appeal not have the de- 
sired effect, foreign merchants will have recourse to the authori- 
ties, in the hope of punishing severely all concerned in such illegal 
practices. 

The above isa resume of the document. I have only to add 
that, if it will be of any assistance to you, I shall be happy to get 
the protest printed for you in the style usual amongst the Chinese,

H.B.M. Consul, on the part of himself and Col. Allen, Consul 
U.S.A., who was present at the meeting, expressed their desire to 
give all possible assistance to the endeavours of the merchants, 
and to obtain the co-operation of the Chinese authorities towards 
remedying the evils complained of. 

After a vote of thanks to H.B.M. Consul for his conduct in the 
chair, the meeting separated. 

The gentlemen who were not present at the meeting hawe re- 

uested that the names of their respective firms be also affixed to 
the protest, {which will therefore be signed by all the foreign 
merchants of Foochow. : 








HONG KONG. 

Advices from this port are to the 29th of December. The out- 
ward mail of November 6 was received in Hong Kong on Decem- 
ber 19. By this mail there is again a paucity of local news of 
interest. The China Mail gives the following few items :— 


Her Majesty’s transport Himalaya arrived at Hong Kong on the 
21st Dec., bringing the 75th Regiment to relieve the 73rd, now 
stationed here. The Himalaya had an unusually favorable peesec 
out, having averaged 230 miles a day from Portsmouth. She 
expects to leave this on the 31st Dec. or 1st January for Singapore 
and Galle, and may take a native regiment from Singapore to 
Madras. From Ceylon she is bound for Auckland, New Zealand, 
where she expects to arrive about the end of February, 1869. 
From Auckland she is to take the 18th Regiment to Brisbane, 
Sydney and Adelaide, and from those places she will collect the 
50th Regiment, and, after calling at St. George’s Sound, make the 
best of her way home, 

The coolie trade is undergoing great tribulation. Driven from 
Macao, Hong Kong was tried, with what result the following para- 
graph from our éontemporary will show :— 

“If the number of Chinese emigrants who have already volun- 
teered for the two ships, which have: been sixty-five days on the 
berth, is to be taken as a criterion, emigration to the Dutch Ameri- 
can Colonies is decidedly on the decline. The Omba and Veritas, 
two British vessels, the former almost one of the tea clipper class 
of ship, were placed on the berth for Surinam more than two 
months ago, and on Christmas Day, when the sixty lay-days for 
each ap had expired, there were 141 coolies on board the Veritas 
out of about 300 she is to take, and 27 on board the Omda, out of 
the 395 which she is chartered to convey. At this rate, the latter 
vessel will probably get her complement of Chinamen about next 
July, a rather distant date.’ 

The Hon. Julian Pauncefote and the Hon. Frederick H. A. Forth, 
having reported ther return to the Colony, the former has resumed 
his duties as Attorney-General, and the latter has resumed his 
duties as Colonial Treasurer. 
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Company held their annual meeting on the 
18th of December. The report of the board of directors shows & 
loss for the year ending June, 1868, but the affairs of the com- 

y appear to be in the most satisfactory condition, and the 
Rtaie prospects are of a very encouraging nature, after the hard 
struggle the company has experienced in bringing their new docks 
a Eowloon to completion. : 

Two local insurance societies, the Union and the Hong Kong 
Fire, have changed their organisation from being yearl offices 
into a three years’ office and a permanent office respectively. _ 

The principal topic of interest in the Hong Kong papers is 
the present aspect of the Formosa difficulty. The en lication 
of all the details with which the local journals are filled would 
occupy some dozen columns of our space, but the position of 
affairs according to the last advices is thus bret? summed up ia 
the Overland Trade Report :—“On the 26th November, when 
Mr. Gibeon’s demands were acceded to, it was agreed that the 
British gunboat should hold military occupation of Anping, until 
the offending Governor and his associates were, as promised, re- 
moved from office; but on the 25th Nov. the Taiwanfoo authori- 
ties sent down 500 men to attempt to reoccupy the place. Liieu- 
genant Gordon, of the Algerine, determined to retake it, and land- 
ing with twenty-five volunteers at night made his way to the 
Hap Tai’s yamen. The Chinese refusing to lay down their arms 
aad showing fight, Lieutenant Gordon opened fire, killing eleven 
men and eenniing six. The remainder then took to flight. This 

ily brought about a settlement of the affair on the terms be- 
fore agreed, and a claim of 10,000 dols. has been enforced, 5,000 
dols. to- pay expenses, and 5,000 dols. as prize money for the 
officers and men of the Adgerine.”

SINGAPORE. 

From this port our dates are to the 5th January. The out- 
ward mail of November 20 was received on the 24th December. 
The news, which is not of very great importance, is thus sum- 
marised by the Straits Times :—. : 

For political news the fortnight has been almost a blank. In 
our last we alluded to the Governor's Speech closing last year’s 
session of the Legislative Council in Penang, on the 19th ult. 
Twenty Ordinances have been passed during 1868, all of more 
or less importance, the last being the Penang Water-rate Bill, 
which seems to have met with general approval. His Excellency’s 
admission that the estimated surplus of revenue will possibly be 
somewhat reduced on the settlement of outstanding accounts with 
the late Government has attracted notice, and certainly not in- 
creased confidence in the prudence of the Executive or the 
accuracy of its budgets. His Excellency continues still on 
Penang-hill. At the closing of the Council the principal of 
the ringleaders of the rioters in Penang in 1867 had 
their sentences mitigated or remitted altogether, according 
to the circumstances of each case. This exercise of clemency 
on his Excellency’s part, especially in the case of the Head 
of the Toh Peh Kong Hoey, Khu Tian Tek, has been dis- 
approved of by some, but was, we are inclined to think, on the 
whole judicious, and will probably have a beneficial effect on the 
Chinese emigration from Province Wellesley. In consequence of 
the Hon. W. W. Cairns, Lieut.-Governor of Malacca, having been 
appointed Governor of St. Kitts,some minor official changes have 
taken place, but Mr. Cairns’ successor in Malacca has not yet been 
named. 

H.M.’s surveying steamer the Serpent, Captain Bullock, arrived 
on the 19th ult. from surveying between the islands east of Javaand 
the north coast of Australia, with a view to the laying down of a 
telegraphic cable between Java and Australia. She had cholera on 
board of her on her arrival, but it has now disappeared, and she 
proceeds to England shortly. 

A new paper, entitled the Straits Observer, made its appearance 
on the 1st inst., and, judging from the quantity and ability of the 
editorial matter which [it contains, should prove a success. It is 
understood to be the organ of the “Straits Association.”

Commercial Report, 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


YorkouamMA.—The market throughout the interval had continued in a 
most depressed state, and the trade generally was most disappointing to 
importers, who, with comparatively light stocks and by no means exceasive 
supplies on the way, find a gradually declining market. The dread of an 
issue of paper-money, further Government squeezes, and a depressed cur~ 
tency fully accounted for this state of things. Grey Shirtings: There 
were no transactions reported in these goods, and prices were nominally 
$2.90 to 2.95 per piece for 8.4 lb. weight. Cotton Yarn: Some forced 
sales had established a lower range of prices, and Nos. 28 te-32 were 
quoted $49 to 503. Black Velvets and Plain Black Lustres were saleable’ 
at low rates. The demand for Blankets had subsided, but there was some 
inquiry for Heavy Union Cloth at rather better prices. 

Trents1n.—The import market was generally inactive, Picce Goods 
being dull of sale and in heavy stock. Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., were 
quoted Ts. 2.1.7. 

SHanciar.—Cottons: There had been but little doing in Plain Cottons 
or Fancy Goods. For the North scarcely any purchases were reported, 
and steamers had ceased running for the season. Grey Shirtings, owing 
to fresh arrivals, and very limited demand, had again declined in value ; 
8} lbs. had changed hands at Tls. 2.1.1 to 2.1.7; 7 Iba., Ts. 1.98 to 
2.0.3, but latest quotations were rather lower. T-Cloths had been sold to 
avery moderate extent. White Shirtings, of medium quality, had met 
with buyers at about last mail’s quotations. Drills had also been sparingly 
dealt in. Fancy Cottons were neglected. Woollens and Worsteds: 
Scarlet Long Ells—A few sales at Ts. 6.1.5. Crape Lustres were in fair 
inquiry, but prices offered were still very low. Figured Lustres in rather 
better demand. Camlets dull of sale. The current quotations were as 
follows :—G. E. Grey Shirtings, 88} yards 89 inches, 7 Ibs., per piece, 
Tis. 1.9.5 to 2.0.0; 8} Ibs, to 8} Ibs., Tis. 2.1.1 to 2.1.5; G. E. White 
Shirtings, Tls. 1.8.5 to 2.6.0; T-Cloths, Tls. 1.4.0 to 2.1.5; Spanish 
Stripes, per yard, Tls. 0.5.5 to 0.6.0; Medium and Habit Cloths, 
Tis. 0.9.0 to 1.2.5; Camlets, English S, 56 yards 31 inches, per piece, 
Tis. 18.6.0 to 14; SS, 11.6.0 to 12.5.0; Iron, Flat and Round, per picul, 
Tis. 2.8.0 to 2.4.0; Nail Rod, Tls. 2.2.5 to 2.3.5; Hoop, Tls. 2.3.0 to 2.4.0, 
Pig, per ton, Tls. 18 to 19; Lead, per picul, Tl3. 5.7.5 to 5.9.0; Coals, 
English, per ton, Tls. 10; Cardiff, ‘Ils, 11.2.5; American Anthracite, 
Tis. 12. 

Hankow.—Sales of piece goods, chiefly cottons, had been on an im- 
proved scale, but prices were in many instances lower. Grey Shirtings, 8$ 
Ibs., a fair business had been done; 7 Ibs. continued scarce. Closing quo- 
tations :—8} Ibs., Tis. 2.1.4 to 2.1.9; 7 Ibs., Tla. 2.0.4 to 2.0.7. White 
Shirtings had met with some inquiry for 56 and 66 reed, chiefly for the 
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latter. T-Cloths, 7 lbs., of good quality, had been largely dealt in, but 
holdera, being willing sellers, prices were again lower ; 8 lbs. were in little 
request. Drills had advanced five candareens to one mace, and kept in 
good demand. Fancy cotton goods met but with little inquiry. Woollens 
and Worsteds: Camlets had declined about a mace a piece, after fairly 
large sales at the commencement of the fortnight. Long Ells: Scarlet 
had slightly advanced, but assortments were still neglected. Spanish 
Stripes and Medium Cloths were dull. Lastings and Figured Lustres had 
found buyers to a moderate extent. Lead had been in good demand, and 
sales were reported at Tls. 6.5.0 on the spot, and Tls. 6.4.0 per picul for 
ten days’ arrival. 

Foocuow.—The following were the transactions effected during the in- 
terval :—600 pieces 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings at $2.95 per piece, 1,000 pieces 
7 lbs. T-Cloths at $2.45 per piece; and 350 piculs Lead at $7.25 per picul. 

Hone Kono.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Cir- 
cular, dated Dec. 28 :—Cotton Yarn: Two trifling sales were made during 
the early part of the interval at about former values, but latterly nothing 
has been done, and sales could only be effected at a decline of $5 per bale, 
dealers being well aware that a large quantity of damaged goods must soon 
be disposed of by auction, and preferring to take their chances of securing 
such goods at relatively lower prices than those demanded for sound par- 
cels at private. Piece Goods: A very limited business has been done, 
owing in part to the same causes that have affected the trade in Yarn— 
expected offerings at auction of large parcels of damaged goods—but a 
better feeling pervades the market for Manchester goods, and though some 
few small sales have been made on easier terms, holders generally are firm, 
and not at all anxivus to realise at present quotations. About 500 pieces 
40 yard American Drille—the only parcel on the market—have been 
quitted at $5.25, and quotations for American Cottons, of all descriptions, 
are now quite nominal. There are no Dutch imitations in the market, 
and no buyers of English, stocks of which have been increased by imports 
from Singapore. Woollens: The demand is very slack. Scarlet Long 
Ells are out of favour, and 10 cents lower, the native fancy now 
running on Green and Gentian. Assorted are saleable at former 
rates, though no transactions have been reported. Spanish Stripes 
are unchanged in values, but the only sale has been of a few pieces 
of best Scarlet. Lastings, Crapes, and Camlets are weaker. Some 400 
piecea of a favourite make of the first-named have been quitted at $14.75, 
and as further parcels can be had upon similar terms, less known makes 
and marks attract no attention. Blankets are quiet, and easier. Metals: 
Nail Rod Iron is inquired for at higher rates, and Bar has an upward ten- 
dency ; Hoop, on the other hand, is 5 cents lower. Wire and Steel are 
dearer. A large business has been done in Lead, at enhanced prices. Sales 
comprise common quality, and up to L.B. W.B. is still out of stock. Tin, 
too, is in good demand, at higher rates. Tin Plates are unchanged. 
Nothing doing in Quicksilver. Coal: Receipta amount to 405 tons Eng- 
lish, and 2,796 tons Welsh (1,704 to consumers). There is no inquiry for 
either of these descriptions. Sales of 1,050 tons Australian have been 
made at $7. Ginseng: Sales have been 23 casks Crude at $130, and 80 
do. at $100 to 128 per picul. No important change has taken place, but 
the inquiry now existing is expected to subside as the native New Year 
approaches.

YorouamMa.—The market had continued fairly active during the fort- 
night, and the total settlements amounted to about 2,500 piculs, consist- 
ing of all grades; some of these settlements bad been made for the London 
market, but the larger portion for America. Prices had ruled as last 
quoted, but at the close were slightly firmer. Supplies having come in 
somewhat scantily, stocks had been reduced. The Brave, N.B., Palmer, 
and Pallas were loading for New York, and the Alexandra sailed on the 
8th December for New York with 276,118 lbs., making the expert to that 
date 4,995,253 lbs., against 4,130,677 lbs. at the same date of 1867. The 
current quotations were as follows :—Common, $18 to 21 per picul; good 
common, $22 to 23; medium, $24 to 26; good medium, $27 to 29; fine, 
$30 to 34; finest, $35 to 40; choice, nominal. 

SHancHAL—Black: The business of the fortnight had been small, 
owing to the firmness of the teamen and the inferiority of the stock left to 
select from. Prices, however, had been well maintained, some settlements 
showing even a slight advance. Settlements for the fortnight, 8,555 
chests ; reshipments on owners’ account, 750 chests; stock, 33 chops, or 
10,035 chests. Quotations (duty paid, exchange for credits, at 5s. 104d. 
per tael, and freight at £2 per ton) were as follow :—Hohow, common, 
11}d.; Ooonam, common, 11}d.; Ningchow, common to fair, 1s. to 1s. 12d. ; 
Oopack, fair, 1s. 1§d. to 1s. 1%d. Green: In Green Teas also we have to 
note a somewhat quieter market, but no great change in quotations. 
Finest still commanded extreme prices, and we cannot now look for any 
decline in them this season, as the supply was almost exhausted. In 
other kinds, again, there was an evident desire to sell, and as the stock 
was large and accumulating, we may confidently predict lower rates, 
though teamen held very firmly. Settlements and reshipments 21,762 
half-chesta Moyune and Tienkai, at Tls. 33.5.0 to 45.0.0 ; 1,435 half-chesta 
Fychow, at Tis. 29.5.0 to 33.2.5 ; 2,100 half-chests Pingsuey, at Tls. 24.5.0 
to 84; and 1,548 half-chests Shanghai-packed, at Tls. 24.5.0 to 28.0.0. 
Settlements for the fortnight, 24,495 half-chests ; re-shipments on owners’ 
account, 2,370 half-chests; stock, 136 chops, or 80,000 half-chests. 

Hankow.—One small parcel 150 half-chests had changed hands at 
Tis. 13.5.0. There was no stock, and the season at this port may be con- 
sidered at an end. 

Foocuow.—The following is from Messrs. Odell and Co.’s Circular :— 
Congous.—Immediately after the departure of the last mail several English 
buyers entered the market, and have continued to purchase freely ; there 
has also been a fair business transucted on Australian account. Arrivals 
from the country have not been large, and with reduced stocks prices have 
gradually advanced, and the decline noticed in our last issue has been 
recovered. Further receipts from the country are variously estimated at 
from 10,000 to 20,000 chests. Souchong have been in limited demand at 
previous quotations.

THE LOSS OF H.M.S. “RATTLER” IN JAPAN. 

The following letter appeared last week in the columns of a morning 
contemporary :— 

Sre,—A propos of the very interesting letters daily addressed to yout 
valuable journal on the subject of saving lives at sea, can you inform 
your readers what action has been taken by our Government in the 
recent wreck of the Ratéler on the coast of Japan, when 140 British 
sailors had been saved by the French man-of-war Dupleiz, commanded 
by Captain Du Petit Thouars. 

More than a month since I read in the French papers a highly in- 
teresting narrative of the return to Yokohama of the officers and crew 
of the unfortunate Ratt/er, and the humane and considerate treatment 
they experienced whilst on board the Dupleiz. 


Independently of the great number of lives thus providentially res- 
cued, a valuable amount of stores had also been saved. 


The French Government has not been slow in appreciating, the very 
efficient service rendered to a friendly nation, as I have heard of its 
having substantially recognised and rewarded their officers for their 
energetic conduct on so trying an occasion, 

Permit me to renew the question. What, beyond poor official thanks, 
has our ministry done in recognition of the valuable aid thus rendered

THE ADULTERATION OF TEA 
The following letter relating to the adulteration of tea practised in 
China appears in the Daily News of this morning :— 


Sm,—If my memory correctly serves me, it was your valuable paper 
which, some time in the antumn of 1867, denounced and warned 
against the practice then for the first time introduced by the Chinese 
of mixing the young and fragrant pickings of tea with old and inferior 
leaves. In your yesterday’s telegraphic summary I note the following, 
under date Hong Kong, Dec.g29:—‘ A mecting of the leading 
merchants has been held at Foochow in reference to the fraudulent 

ractices of the Chinese in mixing and packing teas. Every assistance 
fas been promised by the consuls at Shanghai to prevent the frauds.” 
This meeting has doubtless originated from the almost incredible losses 
resulting from the present season’s supply from Foochow, a loss{princi- 
pally falling upon firms here who have bought teas through commis- 
sion merchants in China. I have for some years been in almost daily 
contact with the principal tea importers, but I have never yet seen or 
heard amongst the many excuses urged by their China agents for 
improper action, the imputation that the Chinese"delivered otherwise 
than as sample bought by ; indeed the natives sell by sample chests to 

ractised tea tasters, who examine and approve of the bulk on deliv: 

he application to the consuls would therefore appear to be childish. 
It is simply a question of trade, and will right itself. The Chinese have 
a perfect right to mix their common teas with fine, and will continue 
to doso as long as Europeans are found to purchase mixed at the prices 
formerly paid for fine. The word fraud, too, would appear to have 
been freely used at the meeting alluded to ; it seems a doubtful question 
whether the Chinese in mixing their produce, which they sell fairly by 
sample, are guilty of fraud, or whether these European merchants have 
not found the right term for the proceedings of some of their body, 
who, with the full knowledge that the tea is so mixed, for the sake of 
their commissions execute their orders from home and buy these teas 
at the limits given for pure and fine teas. Latest advices are to the 
effect that the Chinese ad mit that some 15 or 20 million lbs, of old leaf 
has again been stored in the interior for mixing with next season’s crop ; 
it is, therefore, important that China firms should know that the public 
at home form pretty correct judgment on such matters.—I am, &c.,

THE CHINESE EMBASSY IN PARIS. 

Mr. Anson BuRLINGHAME and his associate Ministers have 
been received by the French Eureror at the Tuileries with a 
degree of state and ceremony that, so far as the French Court 
is concerned, places China on a diplomatic level with the 
Great Powers of Europe. A preliminary reception had pre- 
viously been accorded by the Minister of Foreian AFFAIRS, 
at which the date of the audience was fixed ; and M. Feuvi.uer 
DE Concuzs, Master of the Ceremonies, called at the Embassy, 
received from Mr. BuRLINGHAME @ copy of the address to be 
spoken by him, and handed him a copy of the Emprror’s in- 
tended reply. On Sunday, the 24th inst., about 2 p.m., M. 
FEvILust DE ConoHEs, accompanied by M. Berrora, went to 
fetch the Ambassadors in two Court carriages, preceded by 
outriders and followed by grooms on horseback. Mr. Bur- 
LINGHAME took his seat in the first carriage, with M. Fevit- 
LET DE Concues, the first Chinese Minister, and the Comtr 
DE Kuecskowskl, Interpreter and Translator of Eastern Jan- 
guages to the Emperor ; the other Chinese Minister and the 
secretaries took their places in the second carriage. At the 
Tuileries their arrival was announced by the drums beating 
to arms, and troops in line. At the entrance of the Palace 
they were received by the Duo pz Campacerss, Grand Master 
of the Ceremonies, and mounted the grand staircase between 
double rows of the cent gardes and Imperial footmen in full 
dress to the reception-room. Here the Grand Chamberlain, 
the Duc pz Bassano, met the Ambassadors and announced 
“The Emperor,” who made a few stepsin advance and shook 
hands with the Ambassadors. There were present at the in- 
terview the Express and the Prince Imperrat, the MINISTER 
of Forzian AFrratrs, and the ladies and gentlemen of the Im- 
perial household, and several generals. Mr. BuRLINGHAME 
wore an ordinary Court dress, black, with steel buttons, and 
thus presented a striking contrast with the Chinese, who, of 
course, were resplendent in satin, embroidery, fur, and orna- 
ments, 

Our Paris Correspondent gives the following as the text 
of Mr. Buruincwame’s address to the EMPERoR :—“ The 
‘‘ mission with which we are charged is new. It is the first 
* time that China bas sent an embassy to the Western na- 
“tions. This mission is the expression of the sincere desire 
“which China entertains of entering into the family of 
“ nations, to submit her affairs to the enlightened judgment 
“of humanity as you submit yours, and, finally, of parti- 
“ cipating in the advantages and benefits which international 
“law affords, and of which she desires to accept also the 
“ obligations. This desire arose naturally when China was 
“able better to appreciate Western civilisation, in conse- 
“ quence of the equitable policy inaugurated and maintained 
“by the representatives of the high contracting Powers 
“‘ when they came into relationship with the eminent men of 
“the Empire.” To this his Masesry replied by an expres- 
sion of satisfaction at seeing China take such an important 
step, and at having to co-operate with such enlightened re- 
presentatives, concluding with a few polite expressions to- 
wards each of the Ambassadors. 

Mr. Brown, the secretary, then advanced, and drew the 
letter of the Emperor of Cun, containing the credentials, 
from a yellow satin case, embroidered with the Imperial 
dragons, and presented the document to the Minisrzr of 
Forzien Arrairs, The letter was five or six feet in length, 
written on thick yellow paper, within a dragon border. 
The contents are written both in Chinese and in Manchou. 
After the official presentation the Ambassadors were carried 
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back to their residerice in the Champs Elysées in the car- 
riages which had taken them to the Tuileries. All this 
may seem very trivial, but we think it worth while to re- 
count it on account of the marked contrast it exhibits to the 
reception of the Mission in London—a difference which the 
French will not be slow in endeavouring to turn to their 
own advantage. 


THE TELEGRAPH TO INDIA AND CHINA. 

However distant the day when we may hope for a direct 
and efficient line of telegraph to the Straits and China, every 
improvement effected in thecommunication with India must be 
hailed withsatisfaction as a step towards that much-desired end. 
We are glad therefore to see that the completion of the first 
portion of a new line—so successfully achieved last year by 
the Anglo-Mediterranean Company—is to be followed, with- 
out loss of time, by a renewed effort to lay a cable in the 
Red Sea, connecting Suez with Aden, and thence on to Bom- 
bay. As our readers are aware, the scheme has been some 
time in preparation, under the auspices of the promoters of 
the first section; but the capital will be furnished by a 
separate company, whose prospectus has been for some days - 
before the public—long enough, indeed, for all the available 
shares to be taken up. The need of an independent line of 
telegraphic communication between this country and India, 
which shall be entirely under British oontrol throughout, 
has now become imperative ; and since the first Red Sea cable 
was submerged, and proved a failure, such vast strides have 
been made in the science of submarine, and in fact sub-ocea- 
nic telegraphy, that the project really presents no difficulties 
of importance. Should the enterprise be carried through 
successfully—of which there can hardly be a doubt—it 
will of course form a basis for further operations, with 
a view to the necessary extensions to China and Australia. It 
seems, however, that the British Indian Submarine Telegraph 
Company is not to remain the sole candidate for support in 
undertaking to provide direct communication with India, for 
another company is preparing its prospectus, and will be in 
the field in a few days, under the title of The Indian and 
Australian Submarine Telegraph Company. This company 
proposes to lay submarine telegraphic cables direct from Eng- 
land to India and Australia, via the Mediterranean and 
Seas, but it is intended, in the first instance, to construct the 
section between Suez and Bombay. In this instance, also, it 
is stated that large subscriptions of capital have already been 
promised, and the composition of the board is highly re- 
spectable. The cable is to be provided by the India-rubber, 
Gutta-percha, and Telegraph Works Company. 

An ably-written pamphlet by Major Leveson — better 
known to the reading world by his famous nom de plume of 
“The Old Shekarry "advocates the adoption of an entire 
system of submarine cables, from Falmouth via Gibraltar 
and Malta, as the only plan which will secure entire freedom 
from all foreign political complications, inasmuch as the wire 
would then touch foreign territory at no point save where it 
crosses the Isthmus of Suez. The plan has decidedly great 
merit, and will most likely be some day carried into execu-. 
tion. A considerable portion of the pamphlet is devoted to 
an exposition of the inefficiency, insecurity, and excessive 
cost of the existing land lines ; but these facts are now gene- 
rally admitted, and the new Red Sea cable will render us 
independent of at any rate all land lines except those 
through Western Europe. The causes why the first Red 
Sea cable broke down are summed up as follows :—Firstly, 
no accurate preliminary survey was made, and the cable 
was laid without due regard to the inequalities and nature 
of the bed of the sea ; secondly, it was laid in shallow water, 
over rocks and reefs, instead of in mid sea, where the bottom 
is mud and sand ; thirdly, it was from the first injured by 
over-tension and jerks caused by the rude and imperfect 
paying-out machinery ; and, lastly, its very construction was 
far inferior to those constructed of late years. These oon- 
siderations are doubtless conclusive in favour of success in a 
new endeavour. As regards finance, our relations with Egypt, 
India, Australia, China, and Japan are much more extensive 
than with America, yet the submarine cable under the At- 
lantio Ocean is now gaining £250,000 a-year, and the traffic 
is so increasing, that another cable is now being constructed, 
at a cost of £1,100,000, to meet the required demand. There 
is little doubt that by the time two direct lines of telegraph 
to India can be completed there will be ample work for both. 
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FRANCE AND JAPAN. 
Tue Ministry of Commerce in France is laudably occupied 
with the subject of the extension of trade with all parts of 


the East, and is taking very sensible measures to that end. 


M. Jaques SIEGFRIED was sent out by the Minister some time 
since to report on the state of foreign trade with British 
India, Cochin China, China, and Japan, and has remitted to 
his Government four reports, the last of which—that relating 
to Japan—is now before us. This is in two parts, one re- 
lating to the commerce with Japan generally, the other re- 
lating to the means of developing French commerce with that 
country. . M. SiecFRiep prefaces the former of these with the 
cautious remark that we have as yet so much to learn re- 
specting the economic, social, and political conditions of 
Japan, that all observations must be regarded rather as ex- 
pressing probabilities than positive affirmations, and especially 
as wanting in anything like official information. He states 
that he has visited all the open ports with the exception of 
Ne-e-gata and Hakodadi, the former being one of the seats 


of war, while the latter, situated in the Island of Yesso, he | tages 


considers as possessing little interest, and carrying on scarcely 
any trade but that in edible seaweed with China. 

agasaki, M. Sizarrrep believes, cannot be regarded as of 
much future importance, and recommends his countrymen to 
seek the other ports; he adds, however, that this port will 
always export three to four million pounds of tea, and a 
certain quantity of camphor and vegetable wax, and will 
supply the island of Kiu-siu with European manufactures, 
while its fine port must always attract a portion of the vessels 
navigating the Japanese seas. 

Yokohama and Yedo.—The French.commerce is stated as 
follows :—Principal imports, raw silk, to the extent of 
£1,400,000 to £1,600,000 ; silkworms’ eggs, £600,000 to 
£1,000,000 ; tea, £400,000. Exports: Cotton yarn and 
prints, £800,000 ; woollen and mixed fabrics, £600,000; 
arms and steam vessels, £480,000 ; sugar from China, about 
£120,000 ; wine and liqueurs, £40,000 ; rice at times, from 
Hong Kong and Saigon, and some cotton from China. As 
regards the export trade, he says, the French do not yet 
sufficiently understand the tastes and fashions of Japan, and 
with the exception of cotton yarn and English shirtings, 
which are already looked upon as of first importance, the 
deniand for goods is most uncertain. The new European 
concession at Yedo he considers well situated, and calculated 
to increase relations with this country, but he does not think 
that either this or the ports of Hiogo and Osaka will 
materially affect Yokohama, although the two latter ports 
may take away the tea trade und some of the exports of silk. 

Osaka and Hiogo.—M. Sreerriep thinks that the European 
diplomatists made a mistake in asking for the opening of 
these two ports in the same district as entailing on the mer- 
cantile community double establishments ; but, he adds, they 
will probably become the grand entrepots for the import of 
manufactured goods into Japan. 

Speaking of the commercial relations between Europe and 
Japan, M. Sizerriep says: There are two kinds of under- 
takings which the Japanese must one day or other confide to 
Europeans—namely, the working of their mines and the 
construction of railways. If we believe ramour—which may 
exaggerate, no doubt, but which is doubtless based on truth 
—Japan possesses superb mines of gold, silver, copper, and 
coal, very badly worked at present, but which would give 
very excellent results under skilful treatment. Lastly, rail- 
ways will captivate, and that before long, the imagination of 
the Japanese, and there will be several productive lines to 
establish—as, for example, from Hiogo to Osaka and Kioto, 
or from Yokohama to Yedo ; and also, perhaps, from Kioto 
to Yedo. M. Sisarriep says that the commerce of India, 
China, and Japan with Europe amounted in 1867 to a total 
of one hundred and forty millions sterling, or more than 
double what it was ten years before; and when we consider 
that we are dealing with six hundred millions of inhabitants, 
the increase in this commerce ought to be still great and 
rapid. He thinks it therefore the duty of every Govern- 
ment to give its attention to the subject, and completes his 
report with a review of the part played by the principal na- 
tions of Europe at present, and a consideration of the position 
which Frauce might and should take in the Far East. 

At a first view, he says, the advantages are exclusively in 
favour of the English ; they furnish nearly all the manu- 


factured articles taken by the Orientals, who receive in| 
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exchange the major part of the productions of their soil. 
The French and Germans only or ae directly a portion of 
the raw materials they require, and have to go to London or 
Liverpool for the remainder, singular as may appear such an 
anomaly in the present day. As to the report of manufac- 
tured articles from Europe, France can scarcely be said to 
contribute, and though Germany and Switzerland have made 
notable progress during the last few years they cannot yet 
enter into comparison with England. The English then 
hold the first rank both as regards imports and exports, and 
their proportion of the trade is overwhelming. 

It is not quite the same as regards the nationality of the 
merchants who preside over this commerce ; the English still 
hold the first rank, but their preponderance is no longer 
exclusive. Formerly there were colossal firms in the East 
who, supported by immense capital and old and steady con- 
nections, carried on their operations with a very high hand 
and on a grand scale on their own account, and seemed to 
despise those more modest, but more sure and regular, advan- 
to be obtained by means of commission. The English 
then had a kind of monopoly, for large, daring and exciting 
business suits their enterprising character ; they liked to act 
independently, to give their attention to large combinations 
and ventures, rather than to follow the detailed instructions 
of correspondents whose goodwill they must oultivate. 
These conditions have undergone a change ; numerous banks 
have been established with enormous capital, facilitating bu- 
siness for all the world, and enabling men of small fortunes 
to compete with rich and generally less active firms. Old 
connections are undermined by the facilities afforded by 
railways, steamboats and telegraphs, and they, moreover, lose 
their preponderance in the general growth of commerce. It 
is no longer a question of monopoly of the aristocracy of 
capital ; the trade with the East is now open to all the world, 
and everyone may take his small share. 

Germans and Swiss have profited largely by this change ; 
more active, harder workers, following their business closer 
than the English, they are no longer content to confine them- 
selves to the growing yet still small business of their own 
country, but mix themselves up more and more with the 
commerce of England every day. The French, I regret to 
say, adds M. Siz@rriep, are far from having done as much ; 
not only have they taken no part in English trade, properly 
so called, but they have not assumed that position which the 
wants and situation of France and her company of steamers, 
making Marseilles its headquarters, should have secured. The 
French only carry on a portion of their own trade with India, 
China, and Japan. The exports of France consist of little 
more than some wine and liqueurs, a few woollens and haber- 
dashery ; and they can scarcely be increased until the pro- 
gress brought about by the treaty with England shall have 
been felt in all branches of our industry, when our manu- 
facturers, better informed respecting the tastes and habits of 
far-off countries, shall decide to produce articles adapted to 
the demand, ‘and, by sacrificing a little quality, arrive at 
cheapness, and conform to certain indispensable changes in 
lengths and)}breadths of fabrics, As regards imports, France 
should not be content with the amount of her present con- 
siderable commerce with the extreme East. She has the 
right to assume a very good position, and I shall now examine 
into the means by which she may best achieve that object. 


We, the French, says M. Siserrizp, are as intelligent as 
any nation ; we are harder workers, more careful and more 
prudent than the English, and the few French houses that 
exist in India and Japan need not fear comparisons ; what we 
want is, in the first place, that our young men should know 
what is passing abroad, and, secondly, that their education 
should render them more fit to quit their own country. As 
to the notion that the French are indifferent to foreign 
countries because they have more love for their own than 
the people of other nations, M. Srz@rRixp, likea sensible man, 
puts it aside at once, and says :—It would be difficult to per- 
suade me that many young Frenchmen would not enter into 
foreign trade if their education had prepared them for it. 
The instruction given in France is not in unison with modern 
wants ; we neglect modern languages too much, and hence 
we labour under a deficiency of practical men ; it is necessary, 
above all, to teach English, the language of commerce, &o. 
This want in French education I regard as the gravest cause 
of the inferiority of our foreign commerce. We have our 
superior schools for the army and navy, for mining, civil 
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engineering, and even for industry. Why have we not the 
same for commerce ? 
Now, every English reader will be struck with the fact that 
the world gives France credit for the very thing which M. 
SreqFriep points out as her greatest deficiency. The organi- 
sation of schools has never been carried to such a pitch as of 
late years in France, who is held up daily as a model to 
England in this respect, often most ignorantly ; there are 
two colleges in Paris alone principally devoted to commercial 
education. Mulhouse has done much in the same tract, the 
Chamber of Commerce of Paris has an admirable school of 
commerce, now five years old; in short, if education could 
supply the want there would be no cause to complain. M. 
Sieqrriep misses the real causes, or rather, in drawing up a 
report for the Government, was compelled to avoid touching 
upon them. These are—the absenco of individual action, 
which excessive organisation tends to lessen, and the conver- 
sion of all the able-bodied young men of France into soldiers. 
When agriculture complains of want of hands, it is not likely 
that foreign commerce will be well supplied. While Algeria 
languishes for active self-dependent men France is not likely 
to assume a place worthy of her in the Far East. M. Sieq- 
FRIED could not lay his finger on the wound, which is open 
enough to economists in France, but he touches it when he 
says in his closing paragraph, in which he speaks of what 
has been done for commerce and communication—“TI ap- 
“ plaud with all my heart what has been done, for it has 
“been well done; there remains only to fill up the plan 
“that has been sketched, and this cannot be done without 
“ extending commercial education, and thus giving the taste 
“ for and possibility of the expansion of the individual ac- 
* tion. : 
We have given the chief points of M. Srearriep’s highly 
interesting reports, but we recommend our readers to read 
. for themselves the documents in extenso. As already stated, 
this is the last of a series of reports on the Far East by the 
same gentleman, If these notes interest our readers, we 
propose to follow them by notices of the reports on China 
and Cochin-China. 


Tux Brindisi Route for the India mails has found a new 
advocate in the Duke of SuTHERLAND, who, while on his way 
to Egypt with other members of the Prince of Wa.Es’s suite, 
has been visiting Brindisi, and seems to have examined with 
some attention the extensive works which are in progress at 
that port. After completing his inspection he was enter- 
tained at a dinner given in his honour by the authorities of 
the town. In proposing prosperity to Italy, his Grace said 
that Brindisi must undoubtedly become, bon gré mal gré, 
the port for the arrival and departure of the India mail. In 
a letter to the Vazione, he praises very highly the manage- 
ment of the Southern Railway Company, and says that he 
and his friends were surprised at the rapidity with which the 
journey to Brindisi was accomplished. The Duke appears 
to think that special arrangements were made for him, or at 
all events that the servants of the company had been in- 
structed to treat him with special attenlion ; but the Vazione 
says that such was not the case. He travelled by an ordinary 
train, as an ordinary passenger, and it was an ordinary saloon 
carriage that was placed at the disposal of himself and his 
friends.

Plonctary and Commercial,

At the meeting of the London Joint-Stock Bank, Mr. Donald 
Larnach in the chair, the report showed a net available profit of 
£58,592, which, together with £16,408 taken from the guarantee 
fund, was appropriated to the declaration of a dividend at the 
rate of 124 per cent. per annum, being the same as at the corre- 
sponding date of last year. The liabilities of the bank on deposits 
and acceptances, which are lumped together, are £14,779,010, 
being an increase of £2,801,679, the paid-up capital is £1,200,000, 
the guarantee fund is £408,285, the Government securities held 
are £1,080,000, and the cash in hand is £2,023,462. 

Inth report of the National Bank, presented on thof26th inst, 
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the directors have declared the usual dividend of 8 per cent. 
per annum, but they regret that they cannot on this occasion de- 
clare any extra dividend. The proposed distribution will absorb 
£60,000, leaving at credit of profit and loss £18,161. Since the 
last official reports the assets of the Bank have undergone @ 
thorough investigation, and the directors have adopted the con- 
clusions regarding the several items arrived at by the auditors, 
This will render it necessary to write off from the Rest the sum 
of £107,065 for losses on depreciated securities, and makes it ex- 
pedient for the present to deal with the balance of that account 
(£323,400) by placing itas a guarantee account pending the rea- 
lisation of collateral securities held for special advances. 

The second ordinary general meeting of the Indo-European Te- 
legraph Company (Limited) is convened for the 25th of February, 

Circulars have been received from the legal advisers of Mr. A, 
Winterbottom, of Manchester, and Messrs. J. Oldfield and Co., of 
Bradford, announcing the necessity of each firm to suspend pay- 
ment, in consequence of the long depression of trade. The Lia- 
bilities of Mr. Winterbottom, a name greatly respected in mer- 
cantile circles, are estimated at £50,000, and the liabilities of 
Messrs. Oldfield and_Co. are estimated at £22,000. The'liabilities 
of both’fall largely on Bradford. Another small firm at Bradford 
has also been obliged to succumb to the pressure, 

A circular just issued by Mr. Herbert Townend, from 16, Minc- 
ing-lane, says:—“I beg to inform you that my business con- 
nections with the firm of Messrs. Townend Brothers (now Townend 
Brothers and Bovet) ceased on the 31st December last, and that 
I purpose continuing the business of a tea broker in my own name 
at the above address,” 

It is announced that the allotment of shares in the British- 
Indian Submarine Telegraph Company (Limited) has been made, 
and that Mr. George Gordon Nicol, chairman of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China," has joined the 
board. 

For some time past there has been a considerable (demand for 
bar silver for India, and the price has gradually advanced within 
the last fortnight from 60§d. to 61d. per oz. As the arrivals from 
the usual sources have not been extensive the greater part of the 
demand has been supplied by importations from the Continent, 
The price of Mexican dollars has naturally been influenced by the 
rise in other descriptions of silver, and they are firm at 593d, to 
59,d. per oz. 

The dissolution is announced of the partnership heretofore ex- 
isting under the style of Alt and Co. in Japan, and Alt, Hooper, 
and Co. in London. The business will be continued in Japan by 
Mr. W. J. Alt and Mr. R. Lindau, under the firm of Alt and Co, 
as formerly, while Mr. Hooper establishes a separate firm here as 
John R. Hooper and Co., who will act as agents for Alt and Co, 

The call of 45 on the shares of Overend, Gurney, and Co, 
(Limited), recently stated to be necessary to meet the promissory 
notes due the 15th of March, has been sanctioned by Vice-Chan- 
cellor Malins. It is to be paid on the Ist of March. 

Mr. H. G. Gordon has resigned the position of Chairman of the 
Oriental Bank, of which important establishment he had been a 
director for nearly a quarter of a century. Mr. Gordon is under 
stood to have intimated that while conscious of his entire inno- 
cence of wrong in the affair of Overend, Gurney, and Co., he could 
not permit the possibility of the Oriental Bank being, under exist- 
ing circumstances, prejudiced by his connection with it, and the 
board, in reply, are stated to have conveyed to him their unaltered 
sense of his honour and integrity. 

The amount of bullion-by the P. and 0. Company’s steamer 
Massilia, from Southampton on the 6th inst., was, in gold, to Galle, 
£2,934; to Bombay, £13,900; to Madras, £1,195 ; in silver, to 
Bombay, £52,000 ; to Madras, £2,000; to Hong Kong, £25,688; 
total in gold, £18,029 ; in silver, £109,688. 

At the meeting of the London and County Bank, Mr. William, 
Nicol in the chair, the report showed an available total of £88,742 
including a previous balance of £4,092, and a dividend was de- 
clared of 6 per cent. for the half-year, with a bonus of 24 per cent, 
making with the previous distribution 164 per cent. for the year, 
and leaving £5,817 to be carried forward. For the year 1867 the 
distribution was 20 per cent. The deposits held are £12,462,789, 
being an increase of £267,640 on the corresponding period of last 
year, and the acceptances covered by securities are £3,242,930, an 
nerease of £1,452,770. The paid-up capital is £985,356, and the 
reserved fund £500,000.

On the 29th ult. Messrs. William Denny and Brothers, Dumbarton, 
launched an iron screw steamer, the property of the Austrian Lloyds’ 
Steam Sees henry: The [dimensions are :—Length of keel 
and forerake, 270 feet ; breadth, 32 feet ; depth, 26 feet ; tonnage, 1,700 
builders’ ‘measurement. Machinery of 800-horse power, on direct 
action surface condensation principle, by Messrs. Denny aud Co., will 
be immediately fitted up on board. The vessel was named the Urano. 

From the building-yard of Messrs. Whiddon and Harnden, Sal- 
combe, on the 28th ult., a very fine-modelled brig:—Length, 104 
feet ; beam, 24 feet 6 inches; named Okenberg; to be commanded 
by Captain William Steer. 

On the 8rd inst. from the yard of Messrs. Henderson, Coulborn, and 
Co., Renfrew, a paddle steamer, named the Kjobenhavn, for the pas- 
senger traffic between Aarhuus and Copenhagen. Her principal dimen- 
sions are as follows:—Length, 220 feet; breadth, 25 feet 6 inches; 
depth, 13 feet six inches. She is to be fitted with a pair of the builders’ 
high and low pressure surface condensing engines of 200-horse power 
nominal, with feathering paddle wheels, and will, from her fine accom- 
modation for passengers and speed, supply an important link, connect- 
ing Jutland and the port of Aarhuus with the capital of Denmark, 
The steamer will be commanded by Captain Brock, 


FOULING OF SHIPS’ BOTTOMS. 
A Mr. G. C. Wallich has bronght forward an ingenious plan for re. 
medying this evil, which he communicates to the Atheneum in the 
following note :— 


“So many and multifarious plans have of late years been experi. 
mented on in the navy for preventing the fouling of ships’ bottoms by 
incrustations produced principally through marine animals adhering 
to them, that I should scarcely venture to suggest another were it not, 
at the same time, so simple, so free from cost, and, as I believe, so 
likely to prove serviceable, that no harm can accrue even shonld it 
altogether fail. 

‘*Tt isa fact well known to naturalists that nearly all marine animals 
die almost instantly if placed in fresh water. Indeed, fresh water ap- 
pears to act upon them like a specific poison. What I propose is, that 
every ship, after coming into port, should be berthed for a brief period 
in a freshwater dock. Even if muscles, barnacles, and the like do not 
become disengaged by the change, they would in all probability die, 
and their increase either by growth or reproduction, both of which 


processes go on with extraordinary rapidity, would at all eventa be 
completely checked.”

The CHarnman read the following Report :— 

The Costmlhee have now the pleasure of waiting upon the Shareholders with a Report of the working of the company during the past 
twelve months. 

The amount of Premia collected in Hong Kong and China between the Ist of November, 1867, and the 81st October, 1868, and the amount 
collected at the foreign Agencies within that period, of which the General Agents have received advice, after deducting all sums paid as bonus 
and commissions, and adding interest, amounts to Dols. 320,010.22. The outstanding averages and claims not yet settled, amount to 
Dols. 39,689.53 (it is expected that this item may be somewhat reduced). The annexed accounts have been audited by Mr. J. B. Taylorand Mr. 
E. Delbanco, the last-named gentleman having been appointed to take the vacancy caused by Mr. William Kaye having joined the committee. 
In accordance with the Articles of Association, the meeting will have to elect auditors for the coming year; Mr. Taylor has resigned, and Mr. 
M. P. Jukes has offered himself for election. 

It will be seen from these accounts that after carrying forward to the next year’s accounts Dols. 20,000 for premia received in respect of 
risks taken before October 31st, but not yet terminated, and after carrying forward Dols. 39,689.53 to Suspense Account to meet unsettled 
claims put forward, and writing off Dols. 1,856.04 from preliminary expenses, there remains a balance to the credit of Profit and Loss Account 
in respect of transactions already closed of Dols. of 140,000, and the committee recommend that this sum be declared available for distribution 
as profits of the company for the year. 

The apportionment of this sum, if appropriated as being so distributable, will, under the 182nd Clause of the Articles of Association. be as 
follows :—The sum of Dols. 35,000 to be carried to the reserve fund, and invested by the committee; the sum of Dols. 35,000 to be divided 
pro rata among contributing shareholders, and the sum of Dols. 70,000, or Dols. 350 per share, to be paid to shareholders as general dividend. 











In accordance with the 86th Clause of the Articles of Association, two members of the present committee (Mr. Helland and Mr. Kaye) 
retire from office at this meeting, but being eligible, offer themselves for re-election.
